ber, 1883, I left home(Mount Pleasant, | 
Utah) fora mission to England, aud 


was away exactly twenty-five months, 
During that time I labored in the 
Manchester Conference, which on my 
arrival was presided over by Elder 
H. W. Manning, and after his release 
by Elder W. D. Williams, whose suc- 
cessor Elder Thomas Sleight presided 
over it, when I sailed for home on the 
24th ult, 1555 

pon reaching England, by per- 
mission of President John Henry 
Smith, I spent one month visiting 


relatives of whom. my parents have 


many in the Mauchester Conference. 
They received me well as a relative, 


but only three believe the Gospel as 


revealed to the Prophet Joseph Smith, 
and these three owing to peculiar cir- 
cumstances as yet have not. courage 


enough to obey what they firmly be- 


lieve to be the only true Gospel. 


My labors were pleasant, full of in- 


structive and interesting 22 
and I found the Elders with whom 
became acquainted, exemplary men, 


whose daily lives were an embodiment: 


of the principles they professed. Who 


would not be better by associating © 


with such men! 

I had the pleasure of baptizing 26 
people, held 354 meetings, many of 
which were out of doors, and traveled 
from the time of leaving to returning 
home, 17,245 miles. I hope I have 
removed some prejudice from the 


minds of people, but for any good 


which has resulted or may result from 
my labors, to God belongs all the 


‘praise, honor and glory. 


My testimony concerning the great 
Latter-day work has been much 
strengthened; the Lord has inspired 
the kind Saints to whom I shall always 


feel thankful, to give me food, shel-. 


ter, clothing and means. I have seen 
the power of God manifested miracu- 


lously in healing the sick and in the 
meetings of the Saints; in fact the 


experience of the Saints in this dis- 
pensation is simply a repetition of the 
experience of former-day Saints, it 


could not be otherwise, for we have 


the same Gospel that they had. As 
yet, the past two years have been the 
most profitable and enjoyable time of 
my life, and I can only showmy grati- 


tude to God for His goodness to me 


by performing strictly every duty im- 
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on me by the Gospel of Jesus 
hrist. Was the Priesthood given 
to me simply that I might preach the 
Gospel to the nations and then be 
idle? Can I justify myself if I fail 
to rebuke sin, or if, when I hear — 
ple use bad language, or see them 
using tobacco, drinking or doing any 
wrong, I neglect to take them quietly 
aside, and in a kindly way tell them 
of their faults and point out a way to 
overcome them ?

Shortly after 7 o'clock, p. m., on Saturday, the 28th ult., United States 
deputy marshal Collin, shot a young man named Joseph McMurrin, a night 
watchman, in Salt Lake City. Collin claimed that he was assailed by four 
men, and did the shooting in self-defense. McMurrin, however, made sub- 
stantially, the following statement in relation to the affair. He was coming 
through the Social Hall alley, a narrow lane, which connects two streets, on 
the evening in question. It was pretty dark. He walked on the south side, 
but when near the Hall, went to cross over to the north. A man coming 
from the opposite direction ran into him. He recognized him at once as 
Collin. The two had previously had some difficulty in the Third Ward, and 
when they ran into each other, McMurrin, regarding Collin, as he said, as a 
bad man, struck at him. Collin dodged the blow, and turning quickly thrust 
his pistol against McMurrin’s abdomen and fired, immediately disappearing 
in the darkness. After the shooting McMurrin was conveyed to the City Hall, 
where he made the preceding statement, and from thence to his home, the 
surgeon giving no hope of his recovery. A warrant was issued for the appre- 
hension of Collin, but on pretence of his being in danger of violence from 
the people, he was kept from the city authorities and given a refuge in Camp 
Douglas, among the military. The affair caused great indignation, but there 
was not the slightest cause for the sensational telegrams sent abroad to the 
effect that the Mormons were taking arms to avenge the murderous deed. |
